Lofily, J ſhall endeavour to move our Hearts and 
Souls to a True, Sorrowful, and Sincere Repentance, 
and Abhorrence of that Deteſtable, Unparalell'd, and 
Damnable Affathnation.

Fi; ft. We cannot but remember the many and great 
Miracies, which God did by the Hand of Moſes and 
Aaron, before Fharaoh King of Egypt, in Delivering his 
People {/rael out of that Bondage, leading them thro' 
the Red. Sea upon dry Land, the Waters being as a 
Wall to them on the right Hand and on the Left; 
but when the Egyptizs purſued them, they came to- 
gether, and drowned their Chariots, Horſ.men, and 
all the Egyptian Hoſt. 

- Afterwards, God lead them by Moſes- 40 Years in 
the Wilderneſs, in which time their Cloaths did not 
wax old; And the very Rocks guſh'd ont with Wa- 
ters to Quench their Thirſt; and the Heavens rained

Exodus, 1 Ver. to the 8th 
And the Lord ſai: unto Moſes, get thee down, for thy 
People, which thou broughteft out of the Land of Egypt, 
have corrupted themſelves, &c. Here God declares Moſes 
their King by calling i7ael his People: and indeed 
they were a Stiilnecked, Rebellious People, and con- 
tinued ſo in Jus Reign, whom God appointed 
King over them. 31 Deut. 23 ver. And in the days of 
Samuel, they were the ſame againit him, who was 
their Judge: For when he was Old, they would have 
a King to Reign over them; thereby Rejecting God, 
and S.mel, whom he had made their Judge, and 
King. 1 Sm 8 cap. 7 ver. They hav? not Refected thee, 
but Me to Reign over them, faith the Lord | And truly 
the People of England, who name themſelves the God-

And Samuel 
took a Vial of Oyl, and poured it upon his Head, ſaying, 
God bath Anointed thee Captain over his ſnheritance. 10 
cap. I v. And Smue] ſaid to all the People, S ye Him 
whom the Lord hath choſen ; Not whom the People have 
choſen, but whom the Lord bath choſen; and all the Peo- 
ple Shouted, and ſaid, GOD SAVE THE KING. 24 
ver. And God was pleas'd to give San! great Succeſs, 


and Victories. over the Philiſtines, who had $3ecoo 


Charriots, 6000 Horſemen and Foot innumerable, 
whom the Lord of Ho''s overthrew with a Miracu- 
lous Slaughter. 14 cap. Afterwards the Lord ſent King 
Saul to Deſtroy the Amaletites, and Fight againſt them, 
*till they were Utterly Conſumed ; But Saul difobey- 
ed God's Command, tparing Agag the King of the 
Amalekites, and the beſt of the Sheep. Oxen, and o- 
ther Spoil, for which Diſobedience God was Angry 
with him, and repented that he had made him King. 
11 ver. And God took the Kingdem from him, and 


gave it to David, whom Samuel Anointed by God's 


Command; And the Spirit of the Lord came upon 
David from that time, and departed from Saul; and 
an Evil Spirit haunted and troubled him: Then David 
was ſent for to Quiet the Evil Spirit, by Playing up- 
on his Harp, and Saul was Refreſh'd thereby, and 
the Evil Spirit departed from him; And Saul had 
great Kindneſs for David, and he became his Armonr- 
Bearer. 16 Chap. Afterward the Philiſtines Encamped 
againſt the Armies of 1/rael, Defying them by their 
Champion Golzah the Giant: At which Saul, and 
all Irael were Diſmay'd, and Trembled, but David 
Fought with, and Kill'd Golzah;, Upon which, the 
Philiftines Fled, and the 1frazlites Obtain'd a Great 
Su | A 3 Victory. 
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Victory. 16 c. 50 v. And Saul took David that days 
and would let him go no more to his Father's Houſe, 
but Conferr d Great Honours on him, and gave him 
his Daughter Michal to Wife: But the Evi! Spirit re- 
turn'd upon Saul, and he Commanded his Son Jou 
than, and his Servants, to Kill David; but Jonathan 
delighting in him, Appeas d his Father. And after 
that David Slew the Philiſtines with very Great Slaugh- 
ters; yet Saul Hated him, inwardly, tho he ſeem'd 
Complaiſant to him; for, as he was Playing on his 
Harp before Saul, he Caſt his Javelin at him, which 
David avoiding, Eſcap'd, and Fled : And ſeveral o— 
ther ways did Saul Contrive to Slay David, but God 
Jeliver'd hun irom the Invetexate Malice of his En- 
raged and Ungrateful Enemy, who purſu'd hun from 
place to place to Kill him. 23 c. 7 v. to the End Af- 
ter that, David found Saul Aſleep in a Cave, and his 
Men adviſed him to Slay his Enemy; but David ſaid, 
God forbid that I ſhould kill the Lord's Anointed : 
So he only cut off the Skirt of his Garment to make 
Su! ſenſible of his Loyalty to him, in Sparing his 
Life when 'twas in his Power; but Dawd's Heart 
Sinote him, for the Indignity of but Cutting off the 
Skirt of the Lord's Anointed. 24. ch. 5 v. Yet Saul 
purſued David, and God deliver'd him into his Hand 
again, when he and his General Abner Slept in the 
Trenches; And Atbiſhat ſaid to David, let me Smite 
him I pray thee; but David ſaid, Deſtroy him not; 
for who can Stretch forth his Hand againſt the Lord's 
Anointed and be Guiltleſs? The Lord will Smite him, or 
he will Die or Periſh in the Battle; but God forbid that 
I itonld commit ſo Heinous a Sin. 26 c. 7 v. to the end. 
Let him Live as long as God pleaſeth, his Life is 
Sacred, None may Preſume to take it from him, that's 
the Lord's Prerogative only: But I will take his 
Shear and Cruiſe of Water by his Boliter, to be a Wit- 
nets of my Integrity and Loyalty to the King. 11 ö. 
This plainly Demonſtrates , that Subjects muſt not 
Inſauit their Lawful Sovereigns, much leſs Deſtroy

Saul was Dead, and that he Slew King Saul, becauſe 
he Deſir' d it, David rent his Cloaths, and Mourned 
Exceedingly, and Commanded the Meſſenger to be 
Slain, becauſe he had Deſtroy'd the Lord's Anointed, 
he Lamented Greatly, ſaying : The Beauty of Iſrael is 
Slain, bow are the Mighty fallen! Tell it not in Gath, 
Publiſh it not in Aſtalon, left the Daughters of the Phi- 
3 Rejoyce, leſt the Daughters of the Uncircumciſed 
riumph; O ye Mountains of Gilboa, let there be no Dew © 
or Rain up you, for there the Shield of the Mighty was 
Vilely caſt away, even the Shield of Saul, as if he bad 
* mot been Anointed with Oyl ! O ye danghters of Iſrael, 
weep over Saul, who Cloathed you in Scarlet and other 
Delights: who put Ornaments of Gold upon your Apparel! 
O how is the Mighty fallen!] 2 Sam. 1c.17v. Thus 
David Mourned4or King Saul, who was his Inveterate | 
Enemy ; And Slain by Chance of War! O my Bre- | 
thren, and Unhappy Countrymen, how then ought | 
we to Mourn | What Lamentations ought we to make! | 
How ſorrowfully ſhould we Repent , who Arraigned, | 
Condemned, and Murthered our Lawful, molt Pious, 
moſt Gr:cious Soveratgn | 
Thirdly. I am to ſpeak of the Perſon who Slew 
King Saul. An Amalekite tells Droid that Saul was 
Dead, Affirming, that he Slew him, becauſe Sat de- 
A 4. fired 
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fired him to do it, being Sorely wounded, therefore 
he Diſpatch'd him out of his Anguiſh he ſaid; and 
brought the Crown which. was on his Head and Brace- 
let to Thee, My Lord, his Succeſſor. For all Strangers 
zs well as the Iſraelites knew that David was Anoint- 
ed to Succeed Saul; as well as we know, That the 
Prince of Wales is King of England, immediately af- 
ter the former King's Death; tho' the Regicides then 
kept him out of his Kingdoms. „ 
This Anale lite Bely'd himſelf, for Saul fell on his 
own Sword, and Died: that the Phil;ſ/mes might not 
take him Priſoner, and Mock him. 1 Sam, 31 c. 4, 5 
v. But the Amal lite fram'd this Story, thinking it 
would be very Acceptable to David, and hoping to 
Receive a Great Reward ; but David rent his Cloaths, 
and Commanded him to be Kill'd, becauſe he had 
Slain The Lord's Anointed: Here we may Obſerve, 
that tho* the Amoalekite, by Slaying Saul, had made 
way for David's Aſcending the Throne of Iſrael, and 
brought the Crown and Brecelet which Saul wore, 
Preſenting them to David, who was his Rightful Suc- 
ceſſor, yet Nothing could Bribe that Righteons King 
to Spare the Meſſenger of ſo good News; No, no; 
he ſhall Die, for he hath Slain The Lord's Anointed ! 
Me may Obſerve from David's Sentence of Death: 
Firſt, That this Meſſenger was not King Sazul's Sub- 
ject, but a Stranger, a Son of the Amalckites, who 
were Enemies, whom God Commanded Saul to De- 
ſtroy utterly. 1 Sam. 15 c. 3 v. So that this Anale ites 
killing Saul, might be well enough call'd taking Re- 
venge upon an Enemy, who had Smitten his Conn- 
trymen from Aavilaſh, even to Shur, and taken Agag 
his King, and Deftroy'd his Army: There is a 
mighty Difference between Killing an Enemy, a King 
in the Field, and Subjects Rebelling, and Murdering 
their Lawful Soveraign in Cold Blood. 

Secondly. As this Meſlenger relates the Story, Saul 
was in Great Anguiſh; the Pangs of Death were upon 
him, and he thonght it Impotlible for him to _= ;

Saul was likewiſe of the fame Mind, and therefore 
Pray'd him to Slay him; So he Charitably granted 
his Requeſt, and put him out of his Pain. Pray con- 
ſider the vaſt Difference, of Killing an Expiring King 
in the Heat of Battle, by a Stranger, and Arraigning; 
Condemning, and Ignominiouſly Executing our In- 
nocent, Lawjul, and Rightful Sovereign in his full 
Strength, Health and Vigour! . 4 
Third). If this Amalekite had been a Subject, he 
might have hop'd for Pardon, becauſe he knew Saul 
was David's Enemy, and that God had Re jected him, 
and David was Anointed in his Stead ; beſides, he 
lhew'd the Firſt : ruits of Loyalty, by Preſenting 
him with the Crown and Bracelet, which he might 
have Sunk for his own Advantage: But none of theſe 
Conſiderations could move David to Spa re Saul's Exe- 
cutioner : No-- his own Mouth hath Condeum'd him; 
he hath Slain The Lord's Aroiuted, he ſhall die. Thus 
proving himſelf a Man truly after God's own Heart, 
by Aſlerting the Rights of his Anointed. ©

I. King Saul was Slain accidentally in Battle. 


We Rebellioufly Uſurp'd the Power of Erecting a f

of Charles Stuart, and Cond:mn'd him as a Malefa- 
ctor, not ſuffering him to Plead for himſelf before the 
Lords and Commons in the Painted Chamber, as he 
Farreftly deſired ſeveral times, and was as often de- 
gy d by that Satanical Preſident Bradſhaw, who ſaid 
that was Declining the Court!

Our good King Charles was a Faithful Son of the 
Church of England, as by Law Eftablith'd, never De- 
viated from her truly Antient Apoſtolical Faith, and 
Doctrine, and had 2 due Regard to her Priefts and 
Biſhops, and was fo far from Killing any of them, 


that he Conferr'd agreeable Honours on the Biſhops; 
was Litterally the Defender of the Faith, and died a 


Martyr for the Church; and to Preſerve the Rights 


of his People. 


King Charles was Qbedient to all God's Command- 


ments, Rul'd his Subjects according to the Laws of 


the Land, and Govern'd the Church according to the 
Word of God. | 


King Charles never Apply'd to Witches or Wizards,

How is 
my Soul Grieved for my Undone Eyglifþ Nation? 
This UnparalelPd Crime hath made Us a SCOR to 
Mankind. An Exgliſbman was Eſteem'd by the whole 
World before this Horrible Fact; but Now all Gocd 
Chriſtians SHUN Us: A Moral Heathen is Aſtoniſh'd 
at our Abominable, Unheard of Parricide; Nay a Few 
Deteſts our Barbarity, ſaying; Avoid Engiithman, 
Thou didſt Wurther ty King. Good God! That 
Fews ſhould Abhor Us Aicgicides ! But indeed they 
have Reaſon, for tho' they Crucified our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour, *twas thro* Ignorance, they did not know he wag 
their King, nor any King; for they Urg'd it as his 
Crime, that he would make himſelf a King, Crying 
out, Crucify him, Crucify him; for we have no Kin 
but Ceſar.

Tho our Harden d Fore- 
beads dare not Accuſe her of either Popery or Tyranny, 
which have been the Common Barkings, and carry'd on 
with full Cry, againſt all our Righttul and Lawful 
Kings: Therefore tis Plain that this Continued Ma- 
lice to our Kings doth proceed from their being the 
Progeny of our Bleſſed Martyr; the Diſſenters being 


Reſolved to Extirpate his whole Royal Race, and to 


Obliterate his very Memory; if poſſible, [ May God of 
his Infinite Mercy Preferve Both.] As for Inſtance: 
This Day is Appointed by Act of Parliament to be 


ſtrictly Obſerved by Faſling, Prayer, Humiliation, and 


Repentance ; That God would be pleaſed to Reſtrain 
his Impending Judgments, which we ſo Juſtly De- 
ſerve for Butchering our Good, Religious, and Gracious 
King 49 Years ſince; yet there is a Barbarous Sec, 
the Satanical Spawn of the Regicades, who in Contra- 
diction to Morality, Decency, and Good Manners; 
in deſpite of Religion, and our Church; and in Con- 


tempt of the Government, Convert this Solemn Faſt, 


and Religions Humiliation into Jollities, Jubilees, and 


' Feaſtings ; not a Feait of Mercy and Charity, but to 


Ridicule the Sacred Head they this Day Lopt off, Re- 


preſented by Calves-beads, 48 in Number, to Com- 


_ memorate 
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memorate that Year our Good King was Murthered; 
and they take the Liberty, Iam told; I cannot ſpeak 
of my own Knowledge, for I thank God I never was 
among them; to Talk very Freely againſt the Roy zl 
Family, wiſhing that all the Heads of the Stuarts had 
been ſo Secured, as that Calves-head was this Day 49 
Years ſince, and Drinking (out of the Skull of a Calves- 
head) Confuſion to, and Extirpation of all the Race of 
them: O Inhumane! The Jens were more Pitiful and 
Juſt; they allow'd our Saviour to be a Good Man, and 
ſpoke well of him after his Crucifixion ; but our Sa- 
tanical Regicides do not only Deny that to their In- 
nocent King whom they Murther'd, but would Ex- 
tirpate his whole Race, blaſpheming his Good Name; 
that Name ! But tis not in the Power of my Pen to 
Delineate and Deſcribe, nor indeed in Rhetorick its 
ſelf to Expreſs, only Faintly, his True Charaferiſm.

Our Bleſſed 
Saviour declares in his firſt Sermon, That whoſoever 
Iooketh upon a Woman to Luft after her, hath com- 
mitted Adultery with her already in his Heart. 5 Mat. 
28 v. Surely then theſe Republican Epicures, who do 
Ludicrouſly Feaſt on this Gloomy Day, on which: 
the Light of our Eyes were taken from Us, and our 
Sun Totally Eclipſed, are as Guilty of The Royal Mar- 
ryr's Murther, as the Conceal'd Maſe'd Traytor, who 
Actually Committed that Monſtrous Fat Nay more, 
if poſſible; for he Hid his Face, which may denote 
Fear, or Shame; perhaps both; but theſe Glory in 
their Horrible Wickedneſs, Comparing the Decollated 
Head to a Calves-head; that Head !

them, The Vhiggs, on this Day Annually ; Good God! 
So Unjuſt, ſo Inhumane, ſo Barbarous, ſo Impious, fo 
Abominable, ſo Prophane, ſo Damnable a Conſpiracy, 
and fo Diabolical a Treaſon was never Compleated in 
any Chriſtian Country or Kirgd:m, but that of Jeſuited 


England; nor in any Heathen City, but that of Re- 


bellious London, where that Serpentine Egg was Brooded 
on by the Jeſuites, and the Non-conforming Spiritually- 
gifted Citizens, and Hatch'd, Nouriſh'd, and Animated by 
them, to the Committing this moſt Antichriſtian, Anti- 
Monarchical, and Unpardonable Wickedneſs, which the 
Church of England with ſuch Indignation and Abhorrence 


doth this Day Commemorate, by Weeping, Faſting, and 


Praying 3 and the Vbiggs at their Idolatrous Club, with 
Rejoycing, Feafting, and Execrations of all the Family of 
the Kuart s. As this is Abominable, ſo tis as Unaccounta- 
ble that the Chief Magiſtrare of that, once Famous City,

I put them in Mind of this Abominable Cuſtom ; which I 
look upon as à Second Murthering of our Glorious Martyr 
in his Good Name, which ſmells ſo Sweet in the. Noſtrils of

Thus the Poor Loyal Lay-- Man hath Endeavour'd to make 
a little Reſtitution to oui Aartyr'd Sovereign, by Vindicating, 
his V»ſpotted, perfum d Name, from the Opprobrious Calamny's 
with which the Pha u ic, and Whipggs have endeavour'd to 
Beſpatter, and Contaminate it: And if they would but truly 
weigh, what I have ſo Loyally and juſtly ſaid, in rhe Bal- 
lance of Reaſon and Juſtice, twould be impoſſible for them 
to Perſiſt in their Scabborn Wickedneſs; But I am afraid thar
